In the past three weeks on campus, 
the UMW police have reported four 
cases of either sexual assault or sex- 
ual misconduct. The increase in re- 
ports highlights the reccurring issue 
of safety on campus and in Freder- 
icksburg. 

The first incident occurred on 
•Sept. 1 3 involving a Virginia Hall res- 
ident. It was reported by a third party 
that there was an unfounded possible 
sexual assault. A similar incident oc- 
curred in an undisclosed location on 
Sept. 27 and again, on Sept. 28, this 
time in Westmoreland Hall. In all 
three incidents, the UMW police said 
that the victims declined to press 
charges. 

The most recent report was of a 
possible sexual misconduct on Oct. 4 
in Marshall Hall. The police reported 
this case as "unfounded," meaning 
there was insubstantial evidence to 
move the case forward. 

According to one UMW victim of 
sexual assault, it is difficult to press 
charges. 

"The [UMW] police aren't very 
cooperative," she said. "When I say 
cooperative, I mean they are intimi- 
dating to tell your story to. If I could 
do it over again, I would never have

gone to the police." 

Executive Director of Police and 
Security Services Mark Sandor said 
he could not respond to individual 
cases. He could not be reached last 
night to respond to the victim's state- 
ment. 

In 2008, there were four reported 
cases of forcible sex offenses, mark- 
ing an increase of one from 2007, ac- 
cording to the UMW annual security 
report that was released last week. 



The UMW statistics are less than 
the reported number of rapes for the 
city of Fredericksburg in 2008. There 
were eight rapes in 2008, down from 
11 in 2007, according to Natatia 
Bledsoe, the public information offi- 
cer for the Fredericksburg Police De- 
partment.

The power 
outage occurred 
on the Sunken 
Road side of cam- 
pus, where the 
transformer that 
the squirrel came 
into contact with 
is located. Since it was 
external to campus, outside electricity 
technicians became involved, according 
to Pam Lowery, director of user serv- 
ices. 

John Wiltenmuth, assistant vice 
president of Facilities Services, said 
Dominion Power was called immedi- 
ately and had the power restored within 
an hour. UMW electricians were then 
responsible for resetting various inter- 
nal electric circuits that were tripped 
when the power outage occurred. 

The affected Sunken Road circuit 
controls electricity to the section of 
campus between Melchers Hall and 




George Washington Hall, Lovelace 
said. 

Sophomore David Presgraves was 
worried about the safety of his dorm 
building when the power is off. 

"...Especially at night, can anyone 
leave and enter the building without a 
key or an alarm sounding?" said Pres- 
graves. 

In the event of a fire during a power 
outage, Lovelace said that the emer- 
gency systems would still work. 

"All systems 
will still be acti- 
vated... and both 
the sprinklers 
and the fire 
alarm will sound 
locally ...[and] 
building spe- 
cific," Ruth 
Lovelace ex- 
plained. 

From that 
point, Lovelace 
said, someone in 
the Residencel 
Life building 
must call the 
Emergency 
Communica- 
tions Room in 
Brent Hall to re- 
port the incident. 

"[Campus 
has] several 
generators in various locations... that 
support the critical infrastructure," said 
Lovelace. 

Also, the department of information 
technology (DoIT) web site outlines 
that card-key locks on various residen- 
tial buildings do have a backup system 
and will still continue to operate during 
an outage, securing the safety of those 
within the dorms. 

The DoIT web site says that most of 
UMW's services are out of commission 
until power is restored, including Ea-

I know our police 
work very hard." 

The police respond as 
quickly as they can while still 
being safe, according to Knick. 

"We do not anticipate mak- 
ing any changes in protocol 
based on this incident," she 
said. 

Sophomore Ashley Nixon, 
who was on the walk, said that 
she was surprised and worried 
that it took as long as it did for 
an officer to arrive. 

The blue light system failed 
last year while being tested dur- 
ing another Safety Walk, when 
police could not locate the 
caller. Knick was reported then 
as saying that all problems re- 
lated to human error would be 
eradicated once a new comput- 
erized blue light system is set 
up. 

The rest of the night went as 
planned, covering not only the 
main Fredericksburg campus 
but also other areas that stu- 
dents frequent as well, such as 



the UMW Apartments and 
Hanover Street. 

According to Sennet, the 
purpose of the safety walk is to 
discuss problem areas picked 
out by members of the Student 
Senate. 

"I think the students have 
some great ideas, and we're 
going to work to fulfill them," 
Hample added. "Campus safety 
is a high priority." 

Junior Lee Gilliam, a mem- 
ber of the Student Senate and 
SAVE, a student anti-violence 
organization, said that he has 
noticed increased safety around 
campus from a couple of years 
ago. 

Senior Hassan Abdelhalim, 
president of the Student Senate, 
added that he thought a lot of 
good progress was made last 
year, and that this year even 
more progress will be made. 

Many problems were ad- 
dressed during the walk, such 
as loose bricks on various path- 
ways, areas that needed extra 
lighting and the pathway that 
leads from College Avenue past 
Jepson Hall, which they are 
considering paving and light- 
ing. 



Theater Dept. Cancels Masters Classes

Motivated by poor attendance in the 
first two master classes, students on the 
theater department mailing list received 
an e-mail last Wednesday announcing 
the cancellation of the remaining eight 
classes. 

When asked about the cancellation, 
theater publicity representative Carly 
Maalouf said they had no comment on 
the matter. 

The first two classes were held Sept. 
19 and Sept. 26 and 27, respectively. 
Due to the amount of students in atten- 
dance and the future registration num- 
bers, the department decided to cancel 
the upcoming classes. 

"I was very surprised to see they 
were canceled, considering a lot of 
fairly distinguished guests had been in- 
vited, and many UMW professors who 



are usually quite busy had planned to 
teach them," theater major Cassandra 
Lewis said. 

"I simply hadn't registered yet be- 
cause I have a million things to do on 
any given day, and the classes were 
scheduled pretty far into the future, so I 
thought I could wait a while," Lewis 
said. 

The classes opened for registration 
beginning on Sept. 18 and were sched- 
uled to occur until mid-November. 

"A lot of what I've heard is that peo- 
ple didn't go because of short notice 
and it being on parent weekend," soph- 
omore JB Bridgeman said. "I really 
think it was the short notice that kept it 
from getting attendance." 

Another reason that may have im- 
pacted student participation was the 
publicity for the event. 

"The e-mail they sent about it was 
pretty much the only advertisement 
for it, there were no posters or any- 



thing," Bridgeman said. 

Several guests were planned to bring 
their expertise to the UMW Department

of Theatre, including alumni and de- 
partment professors, as well as a guest 
professor from the University of Vir- 
ginia. 



The e-mail sent out to students 
stated, "Canceling the master's classes 
avoids embarrassing the department by 
having significant guest artists arrive on 
campus to find that none of our majors 
are interested in what they have to 
offer." 

However, theater students do not 
feel there is a lack of interest within the 
department. 

"I was disappointed the idea had 
been abandoned so quickly, and that the 
impression was set that the theater ma- 
jors weren't interested — which I'm 
pretty sure wasn't the case. Most of the 
students I know are very interested in 
theatre and in learning in general," 
Lewis said. 

The "master classes" were intro- 
duced in mid-September, offering one 
and two-day long workshops. The 
workshops focused on all aspects of 
theater, including speech, music, art, 



photography, and theater work after col- 
lege. 

Special guest UVA Associate Pro- 
fessor Kate Burkes taught the first class 
on the vocal aspect of Shakespeare's 
work. UMW graduates Liz Beebe '04, 
Barbara Howlin '03 and Becca Murray 
'04 taught the second class. The class 
gave students insight into working in 
the film and television industry. 

It giving students insight in working 
in the film and television industry. The 
cancellation announcement came after 
these two classes had occurred. 

Many students thought that despite 
the lack of attendance, the classes 
would be beneficial to try again. 

"I hope they do give us another op- 
portunity," Bridgeman said. "We're so 
lucky as a department to get chances 
like this." 



Sites Raise Concerns About Plagiarism 
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to access documents of most 
courses. However, UMW 
posting is noticeably under- 
developed except for in math and science classes. 

"There seem to be two problems — the honor code violation one, 
and the copyright infringement one, which, since the latter is theft, 
is also a violation of the Honor Code," said Margaret Huber, chair 
of the department of sociology and anthropology. 

Some students believe such web sites can be used in a positive 
manner. 

"Maybe there is a problem with copying straight off the site, but 
I don't see a problem with using them as a class aid," junior Dan 
Grist said. 

Others students are more skeptical. 

"[These web sites are] not something I would necessarily be 
for.. .it definitely seems like an honor code violation. People don't 
need that type of material to succeed in class," sophomore Merry 
Saez said. 

The UMW Honor System Constitution states that giving 
any academic material in. a manner not authorized by the instructor 
is a violation of the Honor Code. The constitution also states that ig- 
norance is not an acceptable alibi, and that this violation could result 
in permanent dismissal from UMW. 

"Some faculty are concerned, not just because of the potential 
cheating aspect of all this, but because they have copyright to what- 
ever they write... and that right is being violated with these post- 
ings," Huber said. 
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"[It is] not right to take my material and put it online for anyone 
to see without my permission. . .not because I want them secret. . .but 
because I have put a ton of work into my 
lectures," said Debra Steckler, chair of the 
department of psychology and associate 
professor of psychology. 

David J. Kim, president and chief exec- 
utive officer of Course Hero, disagrees with 
these notions. Kim said in the New York 
Times that his company "bring[s] the con- 
cept of study groups [online]... A student 
may know one or two people in their class 
but we wanted to provide an, online com- 
munity where you could connect with stu- 
dents from different colleges studying the 
same subject." 

Another question raised by these sites is 
their accuracy. 

"I thought it very strange to see a student 
post on my Western Civ course," Steckler 
said. As chair of the psychology department, 
Steckler does not teach a Western Civiliza- 
tions course. 

"The truth of the matter is that obtaining 
course materials from a website like that, in 
most cases, is an honor violation... I would 
hope that Mary Washington students would 



be able to sort this out on their own," said Keith Mellinger, associ- 
ate professor and chair of the department of mathematics.

pen," Hess said. "The university is usu- 
ally pretty good about power and hot 
water, so I'm not too angry or worried." 

On the other side of campus, Sarah 
Delaney, a junior resident of Willard 
Hall, echoed Hess's response. 

"Honestly, I think we have it better 
than a lot of people [that experience] 
power outages," Delaney said. "At 
home it goes out in windy weather, so it 



has never really bothered me." 

Off campus. Junior Jessica Hale 
misses the fast respond time the univer- 
sity had when a power outage occurred. 

"Living away from school, you lose 
the benefits of having the campus take 
care of those types of problems," Hale 
said. "Here if your power goes out, you 
have to notify the city and wait in line 
along with every other neighbor."

scribes only healthy sexual behavior. Rape, by the 
dictionary definition of sex, is still sex, forcible as 
it might have been. Sex with an acquaintance, 
whom you don't know too well, would likely also 
not fit under this definition. As a counter point, this 
definition would also include very meaningful in- 
tercourse with someone other than your partner, 
which I would not necessarily describe as healthy. 

Perhaps at this point I should make a further 
distinction. I believe what I am getting at is not 
sex, per se. Sexual intercourse isn't what you talk 
about with your friends, its not what you giggle or 
gossip about. It is clinical. If I started talking 
about "sexual intercourse" at the dinner table, 
folks would wonder when I became so stuffy. 

I think the better term to use in this case is 
"making love". This term is the one I prefer to use 
because I think it most accurately captures what I 
am referring to, and captures what I think should 
be the goal in sexual behavior.

While this 
definition is unambiguous, it is again too vague. 

I don't think we can define sex in those terms. 
I would argue that sex doesn't have to do with who 
is putting what where, how quickly, and with what 
sort of repetitive motion. 

To me, what is important is how what you do 
makes you feel. Don't misconstrue my definition 
to require orgasms either. One can have sex with 
their partner without orgasm. I think our definition 
should be based on the emotional response we 
have to our sexual acts.

If you 
and your partner perform exactly the same act as 
your best friend and his or her partner, one pair 
may not have had sex. There are strengths to this 
definition however. It (with a few exceptions) de- 



guing that one must be monogamous, or that one 
must know a person for a set amount of time be- 
fore making love. I am simply arguing that making 
love is the most emotionally and physically ful- 
filling of all sexual behaviors. 

Sex is awkward. There are a million things 
you've got to get right: She has to be wet enough, 
he has to be hard enough, you both have to be 
comfortable and relaxed, you've got to get the lube 
in the condom, the condom on the dong, and then 
more lube on the outside; you've got to bite hard 
enough, soft enough, not at all; you've got to go 
fast enough, go slow enough, last long enough, be 
long enough; you've got to be a gentleman and 
make sure that she has an orgasm; you've gotta 
shift your weight, no, not like that... 

I'm not saying sex is always going to be awk- 
ward, or even that your first time will be awkward. 
(It will be.) What I am saying is this: if you love 
and trust your partner, and your goal is physical 
pleasure for both of you and emotional fulfillment 
for both of you, that awkwardness really won't de- 
tract from the experience.

My ethos is quite plain: to produce the best 
quality, 100 percent homemade treats with mini- 
mal effort and anguish. This delicious recipe for 
peanut butter and chocolate bars can be made in 
the shake of a lamb's tail, and the best part is you 
won't even have to turn on your oven!

using only the best quality organic ingredients, 
particularly the chocolate and peanut butter in this 
recipe.

From John Lennon to Neil Young to Death 
Cab for Cutie, all sorts of band associations are 
sure to come to mind while listening to the 
debut, self-titled album from folk super group, 
Monsters of Folk, which consists of Conor 
Oberst (Bright Eyes), M. Ward (She & Him), Jim 
James (My Morning Jacket) and producer Mike 
Mogis. 

The album begins 
slowly with the odd, 
techno-folk-inspired "Dear 
God." Although, for a first 
track, the song may not be 
most representative of the 
band's talents, it doesn't 
entirely disappoint. From 
there, the album moves'into 
the more upbeat "Say 
Please," before jumping 
into the 60's-inspired 
"Whole Lotta Losin'." 

"The Man Named 
Truth" and "Baby Boomer" 
showcase the country influ- 
ences of the band while 
"Ahead of the Curve" and 
"Losin Yo Head" have stronger 
rock riffs with the melancholy 
"Slow Down Joe" thrown in 
for a nice contrast. The final 
songs of the album end the 
album on a soft, folky note, 
which is very compelling at 
times, but somewhat musically 
uninteresting. 

Monsters of Folk offer an interesting debut 
from the folk super group.

effort with each contributor donating equally to 
the vocals throughout the album without one 
style completely dominating the others. Yet the 
album still has songs like "Temazul" which do 
not flow with the other tracks. 

On the other hand, "Magic Maker" and "Map 
of the World" provide a colorful warm-up to the 
exceptionally composed "Sandman, the Brake- 
man, and Me," which contains hypnotic lyrics 
like, "This has to be the 
slowest train that I have 
ever seen / and the Sand- 
man's waiting to be low- 
ered in my dream." The 
album closes on a disap- 
pointing note with the 
unimpressive finale "His 
Master's Voice." 

Overall, the debut 
album from Monsters of 
Folk is less than impres- 
sive. While some songs 
such as "Ahead of the 
Curve" and "Slow Down 
Joe" provide fresh, innova- 
tive songs fusing aspects 
of folk, country and rock to- 
gether with new-age sounds, 
some of the songs like "Dear 
God," "Temazul" and "His 
Master's Voice" can be diffi- 
cult to listen to in their en- 
tirety. 

Monsters of Folk make a 
valiant attempt at the super 
group concept, occasionally 
showing signs of promise, but 
ultimately, not enough songs 
on the album are of equal quality to commend 
this as a crowning achievement. Perhaps, after 
spending some time honing their individual tal- 
ents into a group sound, Monsters of Folk's sec- 
ond effort will provide a more cohesive album 
that does not appear musically disjointed.

Frightening life-like marionette 
dolls, a suitcase with Flava Flav's face 
painted on it, and witty, yet borderline 
offensive homemade greeting cards 
were among several items available 
for purchase at the sixth annual Crafty 
Bastards Craft Fair held Saturday, Oct. 
3 in the Adams Morgan neighborhood 
of Washington D.C. 

The fair was "an exhibition and 
sale of handmade alternative arts and 
crafts from independent artists," ac- 
cording to its sponsor, Washington 
City Paper. 

Over 1 50 vendors had booths set up 
showcasing art, jewelry, clothing and 
unconventional items, including Elli 
Scott, owner and founder of The Prick 
Cushion. 

Scott makes stuffed felt penises and 
vaginas, often given as Bachelorette 
party and retirement gifts. 

The phallic felt creations come in 
standard flesh tones, in addition to flu- 
orescents and leopard print. 

Scott also does custom "hand jobs," 
which are made to order per cus- 
tomers' requests. 

Scott said these have become popu- 
lar with divorcees, who have their ex-

Hello Craft. 
Based in the 
district, Hello Craft 
is a national organization 
that promotes independent artists and 
crafters and educates the public on the 



benefits of buying handmade goods. 

Hello Craft holds events that pro- 
vide artists with tips on advertising 
and selling their goods online, in addi- 
tion to planning field trips to various 
studios and shops where members can 
learn about different types of crafting. 

Rand, the organization's program 
director, was at Crafty Bastards organ- 
izing free activities, such as button 
making, which allowed attendees to 
walk away with something they made 
themselves. 

Many of the fairs attendees chose 
to buy higher priced handmade items, 
such as shirts, instead of cheaper, 
mass-produced counterparts. 
Rand said the purchases are influenced 
by the idea that there are always sto- 
ries behind what people make, what 
materials they use and what process is 
involved. 

"People come up to you and ask 
you, 'Where did you get this?' When 
it's from [whatever store], the conver- 
sation stops there," Rand said. 
Gordon explained the price tag might 
be a bit steeper when buying hand- 
made items, but that people appreciate 
the work that goes in to the product. 

"People say, 'You bought that for 
how much?' but then it becomes their 
favorite piece and they keep coming 
back," Gordon said. 

Rand thinks that people will buy 



slightly more expensive, unique items, 
but also believes that, "a lot of educa- 
tion is involved in getting [them] to 
buy something handmade versus 
something mass produced." 

For UMW Senior Lauren Milner, 
who attended Crafty Bastards, it is 
about helping people make a living. 
"Although I don't sell any of the 
things I make, seeing other artists try- 
ing to profit through their craft makes 
me want to hear their stories and see 
what they've been working on," Mil- 
ner said. 

Crafty Bastards is just one example 
of people buying locally handmade 
goods versus mass-produced items 
that cost less to make and buy. 

the website Etsy, described as "a 
crafty cross between Amazon and 
eBay" in a 2007 New York Times arti- 
cle, is an online craft fair that never 
sleeps, where the customers can inter- 
act with the creator of the product they 
are purchasing. 

Whether supporting local artists at 
a public event or online, buyers are 
able to purchase a unique product with 
an interesting story. 

"I think the type of people who buy 
handmade are looking for that unique 
experience," Scott said as she began 
decorating a Halloween-themed penis.

4. Remove all items from the pan. 

5. Take the second slice of bread (the one without the cheese) and spread mayonnaise on the toasted side. Sprinkle garlic powder over the mayonnaise. 

6. Put the two halves of the sandwich together, with the cheese and mayonnaise sides on the inside, and the uncooked sides of the bread on the outside.

October is "Domestic Violence 
Awareness Month." and a new club on 
campus has activities in the works. 

Student Anti-Violence Educators, 
or SAVE, is a new organization on 
campus that wants to promote and ed- 
ucate the Mary Washington commu- 
nity about domestic violence. 

SAVE is the result of two groups 
merging together that created a more 
powerful organization. 

Seniors Shelley Hillbery, Gwen 
Paulson, and Mike Dooley all worked 
at the Rappohannock Council Against 
Sexual Assault. 

"We wanted to start this club on 
campus, so we went to OSACS and 
were surprised to find out about a sim- 
ilar club at UMW. Because our 'po- 
tential club' and this advocacy group 
on campus had the same message 
about promoting education and infor- 
mation on sexual violence, we decided 
to combine groups," Dooley said. 

SAVE was an organization that had 
already been started by sophomore 
James Sennet as a sexual assault 
adovacy group. Sennett, who is the 
president as well, was inspired by an 
organization at the College of William

& Mary. He wanted to bring the same 
information to UMW, particulary be- 
cause of the sexual assaults that have 
occurred on campus. 

"In the past some groups have tried 
to launch a club like this, but have not 
been able to do it successfully," Sen- 
nett said. 

SAVE has succeeding so far this se- 
mester due to strong student interest 
and attendance at meetings. 



"That is the main objective of this 
group, to promote healthy relation- 
ships and behaviors," Paulson said. 

During the week of October 1 9 
through 23, SAVE will have the an- 
nual "Red Flag Campaign." This 
campaign addresses relationship vio- 
lence and endorses prevention of vio- 
lence that occurs in relationships, 
especially with college-age students. 

During that week there will be a 



table at the Nest from 11 am to 3 pm 
with activities for students to partici- 
pate in, like the Wishing Tree. 

'"The Wishing Tree' will be up and 
students will be encouraged to place 
notes on trees that pledge to not com- 
mit violence and bring awareness to 
the 'red flags' that come up in rela- 
tionships" Dooley said. "We want stu- 
dents to be aware of them and act 
hem." 



Bracelets reading "Say Something" 
will be given to students throughout 
the week. 

"We want these items to be physi- 
cal reminders to pass the torch on to 
others about promoting healthy rela- 
tionships," Sennett says. 

To end the week, there will be a 
musical event with performances from 
different student groups on campus in- 
cluding One Note Stand, Symfonics, 
and a jazz ensemble and people who 
have experienced or been exposed to 
violence will give testimonials to fur- 
ther raise awareness of the issue. 

"Anyone who has been affected is 
welcome to talk. This could happen to 
anyone and everyone," Dooley said. 

"People don't want to acknowledge 
that sexual violence happens," Hill- 
bery said."One in five college women 
will be sexually assaulted. It does hap- 
pen. 

SAVE wants to help those who 
have experienced violence or knows 
someone who has experienced vio- 
lence. They hope to move towards 
providing training for their members 
about how to help victims of sexual 
violence. They hope to become a full 
advocacy group at Mary Washington.

Regional- Fight over Wheelchair and Whiskey 

A fight between two Culpeper men over a missing bottle of whiskey 

and a toppled wheel chair led to their injury and arrest, police said.

Caton, toppled over. According to a Culpeper town police press re- 
lease, Caton and another man righted the wheelchair and the woman. 
Caton is accused of then making a comment to the woman that upset 
the second man, 5 1 -year-old Louis Madrid Fernandez. Police said an 
argument ensued, then escalated amid concern over a missing 

whiskey bottle. Caton is accused of smacking Fernandez in the face 
with a chair and Fernandez is accused of stabbing Caton in the chest. 

Both were treated at Culpeper Regional Hospital and released, then 
promptly arrested. Caton was charged with misdemeanor assault and 

battery while Fernandez was charged with malicious wounding, a 
felony. Bond was set at $2,500 for each suspect. Fernandez remains in 
jail.

National- California Upset over Welfare Changes 

As he pressed state lawmakers over the summer to close a record 
budget deficit, Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger lathered scorn on the 
state's welfare-to-work program. He called it too lenient on the work 
requirement and overly generous in its benefits. At one point, he pro- 
posed eliminating it, then compromised to make it tougher. So Anna 
Zendejas, a welfare recipient in a farm town, was more than a little 
surprised to get a letter recently saying that she did not need to work 
to collect her check — in effect, a return to the much-derided welfare 
approach that existed before a national overhaul in the 1990s. It was 
no fluke. This fall, tens of thousands of Californians will be given a 
similar choice as the state embraces a startling reversal in some of its 
welfare policies for the next two years. It is a route that few are happy 
with, but that reflects the intersection of a recession, the worst fiscal 
crisis in the state's modern history, a governor determined to slash so- 
cial services, and the unplanned effects of federal stimulus funds.

Global- Obama not to Reduce Afghan Forces 

President Obama told congressional leaders on Tuesday that he would 
not substantially reduce American forces in Afghanistan or shift the 
mission to just hunting terrorists there, but he indicated that he re- 
mains undecided about the substantial troop buildup proposed by his 
commanding general. Meeting with leaders from both parties at the 
White House, Mr. Obama suggested he was searching for some sort of 
middle ground, saying he wanted to "dispense with the straw man ar- 
gument that this is about either doubling down or leaving 
Afghanistan," as White House officials later described his remarks. 
But as the war approached its eight-year anniversary on Wednesday, 

the session underscored the perilous cross currents awaiting Mr. 
Obama. While some Democrats said they would support whatever he 
decides, others challenged him with deep skepticism about sending 
more troops. And Republicans pressed him to order the escalation 
without delay, leading to a pointed exchange between the president 
and Sen. John McCain of Arizona, his Republican opponent from last 
year's election.

to several people in the room. A few minutes later, Mr. Obama 
replied: "John, I can assure you this won't be leisurely," according to 
people in the room. "No one feels more urgency to get this right than I 
do."

UMW sexual assaults or rapes because 
the campus falls under the jurisdiction 
of the UMW Police Department. The 
university police decide whether to take 
on the case themselves or request assis- 
tance from other local police entities. 

"It's not up to the victim who is 
going to inves- 
tigate the 
case," Bledsoe 
said. "They 
can request 
that the Uni- 
versity bring in 
the Fredericks- 
burg or [Vir- 
ginia] State 
Police, but it's 
not up to [the 
victim]." 

A student 
that is sexually 
assaulted 
should imme- 
diately go the 
hospital, even 
before contact- 
ing the police, 
according to 
Bledsoe. 

By going to

be protected, according to the resource 
guide. 

Another option is to file judicial 
charges through the University, if both 
parties are UMW students. 

"The campus judicial system exam- 
ines whether or not university policy

room at Mary Washington Hospital, a 
student can be treated for free by a 
S.A.N. E (sexual assault nurse exam- 
iner) quickly. If a victim goes to the 
hospital, it does not mean the police 
will be called automatically or that the 
offender will be prosecuted. 

"[The nurses at the hospital] provide 
counseling and go through the collec- 
tion of physical evidence, which is crit- 
ical," Bledsoe said. 

For this reason, it is important that a 
victim not change clothes, shower, eat, 
brush teeth, urinate or drink before he 
or she is examined at the hospital. Even 
if a victim does not want to prosecute, it 
is important to have a physical exam to 
check for injuries or sexually transmit- 
ted diseases, according to the annual se- 
curity report. 

Going to the hospital is valuable not 
only from a medical perspective, but 
also for receiving information on serv- 
ices such as the Rappahannock Council 
Against Sexual Assault (RCASA). 

"The city has a lot of great re- 
sources," Bledsoe said. 

According to the anonymous victim, 
RCASA was not very helpful after her 
sexual assault. 

"I called RCASA and went over, but 
they never called me back," she said. "I 
was told that it could take a number of 
weeks, but by that time, I wouldn't need 
it [counseling]." 

"They need more resources for im- 
mediately after the sexual assault be- 
cause that is the most important time," 
she said. 

UMW also has resources available 
for students that are sexually assaulted. 
Students can go to the university's Psy- 
chological Services Center for free to 
receive confidential counseling, ac- 
cording to the annual security report. 

"CAPS [Counseling and Psycholog- 
ical Services] is required to inform po- 
lice if a sexual assault has occurred on 
or about campus, for statistical pur- 
poses, but, we are not required to sup- 
ply any particular details," Associate 
Vice President of Student Affairs and 
CAPS Director Barbara Wagar said. 

Victims should seek emotional 
counseling and support immediately. 

"The sooner you get it the better," 
Sandor said. 

"The University also encourages 
victims to prosecute alleged assailants 
to the fullest extent of the law," ac- 
cording to the UMW resource guide 
for Preventing and Responding to 
Sexual Assault, Sexual Harassment, 
and Stalking. 

There are three options within the 
judicial system, depending on the as- 
sailant. A victim can file criminal 
charges with the police. If the case is 
accepted, the Commonwealth Attor- 
ney will argue the case for free and the 
identity of the victim will be pro- 
tected, although the assailant will not 



The anonymous victim went through 
the judicial process and did find some 
closure, but it did not provide the out- 
come she wanted. 

"The judicial process is a good way 
to deal because it allows you to ask the 
assailant questions you wonder about," 
she said. 

Students may combine a judicial 
hearing at UMW with criminal or civil 
prosecutions in the city court system. A 
civil prosecution requires an attorney. 

If students feel uncomfortable with 
any of these options, they may also file 
a third party sexual assault report. These 
reports are "not counted as actual crime 
offenses unless they have been fully in- 
vestigated by police," according to the 
resource guide. This method provides 
emotional assistance for the student and 
for the police in terms of gathering sta- 
tistics. 

"There are a lot of services available 
to victims," Sandor said. "We want to 
assure that students don't become vic- 
tims." 

Sandor recommends taking precau- 
tions to prevent sexual assault before 
even going out. 

"Be responsible," Sandor said. "If 
you are going out to have a good time, 
go with friends, go to safe locations 
where you know people hosting the 
event, stick with your friends, leave 
with your friends and remember there 
are resources to get you back to campus 
safely." 

The anonymous victim agrees. 

"Be careful who you trust," she said. 
"Don't be afraid to say no and stand up 
for yourself." 

Another precaution is the Student 
Escort Service that operates nightly 
from 6 p.m. to 1 a.m., seven days a 
week. Students can still request an es- 
cort from the police department after 
these hours by using a blue light phone 
or calling campus police. 



According to Bledsode and Wagar, 
the majority of sexual assault victims 
are well acquainted with their assailant. 

"All of the rapes that occurred in 
Fredericksburg last year were commit- 
ted by males that knew the victim prior 
to the attack," Bledsoe said. "There 
were no instances of random attacks." 
Wagar recommends above all other 
forms of 
safety precau- 
tions students 
need to be ed- 
ucated about 
what sexual 
assault is. 

"Perhaps 
the best 
safety meas- 
ure is educat- 
ing all 
students 
about what 
constitutes 
sexual assault 
and/or mis- 
conduct," 
Wagar said. 

Wagar dis- 
courages stu- 
dents from 
mixing alco- 
hol with sex- 
ual contact, 
being unclear on consent and perpetu- 
ating common myths regarding assault. 
Approximately 1 1 percent of those who 
visit CAPS came to receive counseling 
regarding a sexual assault issue. 

According to Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Rick Hurley, the administration 
has taken steps to increase safety on the 
UMW campus as well. 

"We have added security guards to 
the Sunken Road parking lot and added 
security guards to the parking areas at 
the Battleground," Hurley said. "We 
added two police officers to the campus 
police force so we can always have at 
least two officers on duty on all shifts." 

The administration has also initiated 
a project to increase the number of 
emergency phones and lights on cam- 
pus, as per the recommendation of the 
Student Government Association. Hur- 
ley also said that the university has de- 
cided to pay UMW officers more in 
order to maintain the highest quality po- 
lice force. 

Additionally, there has been a 
$45,600 budget increase allocated for 
the new security guards stationed at 
Trinkle, Seacobeck, and the Battle- 
ground, according Paul Messplay, ex- 
ecutive director of budget analysis. 

Hurley said the current economic sit- 
uation will have no effect on safety 
funding. 

"There are no plans to reduce the 
funding for campus safety," Hurley 
said. 

While UMW has put more money 
into campus safety, some students think 
more is needed. 

"Most sexual assault victims know 
the attacker," junior Cara MacDonald 
said. "Because of this I think our school 
needs a sexual assault resource center, 
to help men and women learn how to 
cope with their trauma."

Now here 
are my Divisional Series predictions:

Boston Red Sox vs. Los Angeles Angels of Anaheim 
The Angels won the AL West and posted the 
second best record in all of baseball, but they face 
the AL Wild Card Red Sox, a team that has had 
their number in the playoffs. Boston eliminated 
Los Angeles from postseason contention each of 
the last two seasons and Boston is 4-0 all time 
against the Angels in the playoffs. The Angels will 
try to end that drought this year, but it will not be 
an easy task. 

Overview: The Angels are a complete team. 
They can score runs any number of ways and that 
helped them score the second most runs in base- 
ball. Los Angeles was first in the majors in batting 
average, third in stolen bases, and 1 1th in home 
runs. They have speed all throughout the batting 
order, IB Kendry Morales exploded to become a 
feared power hitter in the middle of their lineup, 
and with slugger Vladimir Guerrero healthy the 
team has another power bat. Los Angeles is also 
very good defensively, as they too were tied for 
sixth in the MLB with a .986 fielding percentage. 
Their starting rotation is probably the deepest in 
all of baseball with five very good starters and 
their bullpen was great all season long with things

The Red Sox have one of the best 1-2 punches 
when it comes to starting pitchers in LHP Jon 
Lester and RHP Josh Beckett. The team also has 
one of the best bullpens in the league anchored by 
outstanding closer Jonathon Papelbon. Not only 
that, but on offense Boston scored the third most 
runs in all of baseball. They don't have a ton of 
speed, but CF Jacoby Ellsbury led the league in 
steals with 70 and he's a threat every time he gets 
on. The reemergence of DH David Ortiz has been 
huge for Boston, as has the mid-season acquisition 
C/1B Victor Martinez. The Red Sox are also sound 
defensively as they ranked sixth in the majors with 
a .986 fielding percentage 

Biggest Advantage for the Angels- Speed: 
Boston allowed 151 steals in the regular season, 
by far the most in the majors, and they threw out a 
putrid 13 percent of base stealers. This plays per- 
fectly for the Angels, who as previously stated 
were third in steals in all of baseball. Los Angeles 
stole 148 bases, had 5 players steal 10 or more 
bases including two who stole 30 or more. 

Biggest Advantage for Boston- 
Starting Pitching: While the Angels 
may have the deepest rotation in baseball, 
they lack a true No. 1 stud to help carry 
them in the playoffs. The Red Sox hap- 
pen to have two aces in Lester and Beck- 
ett and that is a big reason why they can 
make a run at a World Series title. 

Prediction- Red Sox in 5 games: 
The Angels are a really good team and 
this series could go either way, but great 
power pitching wins in October and 
Boston has two aces on their side. 



Minnesota Twins vs. New York Yankees 

New York won the AL East, finished 
with the best record in all of baseball, and 
they have home field advantage through- 
out the postseason. They also caught an- 
other break when the Twins and Tigers 
remained tied atop the AL Central 
through 1 62 games, thus forcing a tie- 
breaker to be played the day before the 
ALDS series was set to begin. Minnesota 



Overview: New York's strength 
is clearly their great lineup, led by 
1 B Mark Teixeira and SS Derek 
Jeter, which scored the most runs 
in the MLB this season. The Yan- 
kees also led with majors with 
244 home runs and they had 
seven players hit 20+ homers. 
They have the deepest lineup in 
baseball, with All-Star caliber 
players at almost every position 
and anyone from 1-9 in their 
order can beat you. They don't 
run all that often, as they were 
only 1 1th in steals, but their hit- 
ting is so good that they don't re- 
ally need to gamble either. Their 
starting pitching is pretty good 
too, headed by a work horse in 
LHP CC Sabathia, and their 
bullpen was stellar after early season struggles and 
is led by the greatest closer of all time, Mariano 
Rivera. Defensively New York was solid but not 
great, as they were tied for 10th in the league in 
fielding percentage. 

The Twins' strength is their very good lineup 
that scored the fifth most runs in the majors and 
they are great at manufacturing runs. The problem 
is that their strength is also the Yankees strength, 
and New York is better at scoring runs then the 
Twins. Another problem is that the team is without 
slugging IB Justin Monieau, who is out for the 
year with a stress fracture in his back. Minnesota 
does still have AL MVP candidate Joe Mauer to 
go along with the hot hitters in 
DH Jason Kubel and RF 
Michael Cuddyer. The Twins are 
also an outstanding fielding 
team and they ranked third in 
baseball with a .987 fielding 
percentage. The starting rotation 
is mediocre and they lack a stud 
at the top of the rotation. Not 
only that, but'their rotation is all 
out of sorts right now as Min- 
nesota had to use all their 
starters just to get into the play- 
offs, so it's unclear how their ro- 
tation will shape up. Their 
bullpen is rock solid, with vet- 
eran closer Joe Nathan at the 
back end of it. 

The Biggest Advantage for 
New York- Rest: One could say 
hitting, as it will be really hard 
for any team to out-slug the 
Yankees. But New York's 
biggest edge is that they 
clinched their division and the best record in the 
AL long ago, which allowed them to rest their 
players and set up their rotation the way they 
wanted for the postseason. Meanwhile, the Twins 
were simply fighting to get into the playoffs and 
had to fight tooth and nail not just to the end of the 
regular season, but an extra tie-breaker game as 
well. No one on Minnesota is rested and now they 
have to face a team that's not only better then 
them, but one that's been resting comfortably for 
this series for quite some time. 

Biggest Advantage for Minnesota- No Pres- 
sure: There is absolutely no pressure on the Twins 
at all. They are playing with house money and they 
are the biggest underdog in the entire playoffs. 
Minnesota was three games out with four to play, 
and they somehow tied the Detroit Tigers, forced 
a one game playoff, and won that in 1 2 innings to 
advance to the ALDS. They have the worst record 
of any team to qualify for the postseason and they 
face the team with the best record of any team in 
the playoffs. The Yankees have to win a World Se- 
ries this year in order for the season to be consid-

Colorado Rockies vs. Philadelphia Phillies 

Philadelphia won the NL East and the reigning 
champs look to defend their crown and repeat as 
World Series Champs. They face a Rockies team 
that found new life when they switched managers 
in late May and put Jim Tracy in charge. Since that 
switch, the Rockies went 74-42 and surged into the 
playoffs as the NL Wild Card. 

Overview: The Phillies strength lies in their 
lineup that touts outstanding 2B Chase Utley along 
with two former NL MVP's in 1 B Ryan Howard 
and SS Jimmy Rollins. Philadelphia was fourth in 
the majors in runs scored, they were tied for sec- 
ond with 224 home runs, and they were seventh in 
stolen bases. The team was also great defensively 
as they were tied for third in Major League Base- 
ball with a .987 fielding percentage. The starting 
pitching has been up and down, but when it comes 
down to it they are pretty strong with two very 
good LHPs in Cliff Lee and Cole Hamels. The 
bullpen is an issue, as closer Brad Lidge has had a 
terrible season, and if the Phillies falter it will most 
likely be because of this weakness. 

Colorado's best asset is the team's hitting as 
they were sixth in the big leagues in runs scored. 
Their offense has a good mix of young and old 
with up-and-coming SS Troy Tulowitzki leading 
the team as the best offensive player while veter- 
ans like IB Todd Helton and RF Brad Hawpe also 
contribute. The Rockies aren't anything special as 
far as speed goes as they were 1 2th in the league 
in stolen bases, but they were a good fielding team 
as they were tied for sixth in the majors in fielding 
percentage. The starting pitching is solid and led 
by RHP Ubaldo Jimenez while the bullpen was 
also very good throughout the season and they 
look strong heading into the postseason now that 
closer Huston Street is back healthy. 

Biggest Advantage for Philadelphia- Start- 
ing Pitching: The Phillies don't have the best 
starting pitching in the playoffs this year, but in a 
five game series to have Cliff Lee and Cole 
Hamels pitch three of the five games is a big ad- 
vantage because both of those guys are better 
then anyone on the Colorado staff. Ubaldo 
Jimenez, Aaron Cook and Jason Marquis are 
solid pitchers, but they aren't going to help 
carry a team through the playoffs. 

Biggest Advantage for Colorado- 
Bullpen: The Rockies pen has been great 
down the stretch. RHP Rafael Betancourt has 
been great since Colorado acquired him from 
the Indians, LHP Franklin Morales emerged 
late as their 8th inning man and closer Huston 
Street converted 35 of 37 save opportunities 
on the year. On the other side, the Philadelphia 
bullpen has been terrible. Closer Brad Lidge 
has an ERA of 7.21 and has blown an MLB 
high 1 1 saves this season. The team might need 
to switch to RHP Ryan Madson as their closer, 
but Phillies manager Charlie Manuel seems re- 
luctant to do so and his faith in Lidge could cost 
Philadelphia a chance to advance in the play- 
offs. 

Prediction: Phillies in 4; Philadelphia has 
bullpen issues, but they are still a great hitting 
team with good starting pitching. And while 



neither Cliff Lee nor Cole Hamels are power pitch- 
ers, that starting pitching duo is better then any- 
thing Colorado has. The defending champs keep 
their repeat hopes alive, as they advance. 

St. Louis Cardinals vs. Los Angeles Dodgers 

The Dodgers enter the playoffs with the best 
record in the National League and were the cham- 
pions of the NL West. They face a very dangerous 
St. Louis team who got into the playoffs as the NL 
Wild Card and toitf the best player in the game 
along with two of the best pitchers in the sport. 

Overview: Los Angeles isn't stellar in any cat- 
egory, but their strength would still have to be hit- 
ting. The team has talented sluggers all over the 
field, but especially in the outfield with LF Manny 
Ramirez, CF Matt Kemp, and RF Andre Either. 
The team isn't great offensively, as they ranked 
1 1th in the league in runs scored, and they don't 
crank out many home runs as the team was just 
23rd in the majors in that category. The Dodgers 
can manufacture runs with their speed as they were 
eighth in baseball with 1 16 steals. Defensively the 
Dodgers were very good as they were tied for sixth 
in the major leagues in fielding percentage. The 
starting rotation is a bit shaky. Former ace Chad 
Billingsley has struggled so mightily that he might 
not even start for the team in the postseason and 
starting pitcher Hiroki Kuroda will miss the NLDS 
due to a neck injury, leaving the Los Angeles ro- 
tation very thin. The bullpen is extremely talented 
and the eighth and ninth innings are pretty much 
locked down when relievers George Sherrill and 
Jonathon Broxton enter the game. 

The Cardinals strength is clearly their starting 
pitching. RHP's Chris Carpenter and Adam Wain- 
wright have been so good this year that they are 
both in the running for the National League Cy 
Young award. The bullpen was also solid as the 
team found a very good closer in RHP Ryan 
Franklin. The hitting wasn't very good, as St. 
Louis ranked 1 8th in runs scored, but they do have 
some talented hitters in LF Matt Holliday and RF 
Ryan Ludwick. And of course, who could forget 
the Cards IB Albert Pujols, who should win his 
second NL MVP in as many years. The team isn't 
really a threat to steal bases, as they were 23rd in 
the majors in that category, but they are solid de- 
fensively and ranked 10th in baseball with a .985 
fielding percentage.

out of their long slumps and start mashing the ball 
the way they are capable. St. Louis is a decent hit- 
ting team but they rely a lot on the home run ball 
and on star IB Albert Pujols. The Cardinals will 
need LF Matt Holliday and RF Ryan Ludwick to 
step up and have a good series so that Los Ange- 
les can't pitch around Pujols. 

Biggest Advantage for St. Louis- Starting 
Pitching: The Cardinals tout two of the premiere 
pitchers in baseball in starters Chris Carpenter and 
Adam Wainwright. The two stud pitchers com- 
bined to go 36-12 on the season with an ERA in 
the mid-2's and over 350 strikeouts. Meanwhile, 
Los Angeles has a very weak starting staff. With 
RHP Chad Billingsley's problems and RHP Hiroki 
Kuroda 's neck injury, the Dodgers are without an 
ace and the first two games of the series will be 
started by LHP's Randy Wolf and Clayton Ker- 
shaw. This is a huge advantage for St. Louis. 

Prediction: Cardinals in 4 games: Once 
again, great power pitching wins in October and 
the Cardinals have two NL Cy Young Candidates 
on their staff to go along with the best hitter in the 
game today.. St. Louis gets out of the first round 
and moves on to the NLCS.
